Burlington,  N.  C,  Nov.  13,  1895. 
WEDNESDAY— First  Day. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  met  with  the  Christian 
Church  Ebernezer  on  the  above  date,  in  its  twenty-eighth 
annual  session.  Roll  of  Elders  called,  and  names  of  dele- 
gates registered  in  the  order  of  the  churches.  President's 
address  was  delivered. 

Devotional  services,  read  4th  chapter  of  Philiphians, 
Apostle's  Creed  repeated.  Hymn:  "A  charge  to  keep  I 
have."  Prayer  offered  by  Rev.  S.  A.  Howell  of  the  Eastern 
Virginia  Conference. 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Dunn, 
President  of  last  session,  after  which  Rev.  S.  A.  Howell 
was  called  to  the  chair  as  President  pro-tem. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  nominate 
President. 

The  chair  with  the  Assistance  of  the  Secretary  ap- 
pointed a  Committee. — E.  B  ullock,  Wm.  Williams,  James 
McBroom,  T.  J.  Levister,  H.  K.  Kearney. 

The  Committee  reported  the  following  nominations  for 
President:   G.  W.  Dunn,  Wm.  Allen  and  A.  Liggon. 

The  Conference  elected  Rev.  G.  W.  Dunn  for  President, 
afterwards  he  resigned  and  Rev.  Wm.  Williams  was  elected 
by  acclamation. 

Welcome  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  T.  J.  Levister 
pastor  in  charge. 

Rev.  A.  Stroud  and  also  Rev.  P.  W.  Wortham  of  the 
A.  M.  E.  Church  were  invited  to  seats  in  the  Conference. 
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Committee  on  Hours  of  Meeting  and  Religious 
Exercises. 

Elders  B.  W.  Williams,  L.  L.  Sellons,  T.  J.  Levister, 
Rev.  S.  A.  Howell  of  the  Eastern  Virginia  Conference  were 
introduced. 

Report  of  Committee  of  Hours  Conference  open  9  A.  M. 
Preaching  at  1  o'clock  P.  M,  Conference  adjourned  at  4 
P.M.  On  motion  the  report  was  received  and  adopted, 
Recess  at  1  P.  M. 

Conference  resumed  business  at  2  o'clock.  Hymn,  "I 
Love  Thy  Church."    Prayer  offered  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Dunn.

Your  Committee  met  in  Franklin  ton,  N.  C. 

We  took  under  consideration  the  grievance  of  some 
members  of  Raleigh  Christian  Church  who  wished  to  be 
loyal  to  the  Christian  Church  whom  we  advised  to  worship 
with  the  members  of  Maple  Church  till  the  Conference  could 
aid  them  in  securing  a  suitable  place  of  worship  for  them 
in  West  Raleigh. 

The  disaffection  in  the  Carv  Church  in  regard  to  the 
pastor  and  church  was  settled  by  an  honorable  resignation 
of  Rev\  I.  Boyd,  Rev.  L.  A.  Ruffin  was  placed  in  charge  of 
the  church.  Bro.  Richard 'Wynne  was  granted  license  till 
the  meetiug  of  this  Conference.  The  illegal  call  of  Rev.  B. 
Young  to  Island  Hill  was  adjusted  peaceably  by  placing 
Rev.  E.  S.  Reid,  there  as  pastor. 

We  also  endorse  the  continuation  of  the  former  church 
work  at  Henderson  known  as  St.  Andrew's  Chapel  and  re- 
commend that  building  commenced  be  completed  and  the 
deed  be  made  to  the  Conference.

The  Conference  met  at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  was  open- 
ed by  Devotional  services.  Scripture  reading  Psalms  23d, 
by  Rev.  Wm.  Williams,  Rev.  N,  Del  McReynolds  of  Erank- 
linton  Christian  College  offered  prayer.  The  roll  of  mem- 
bers was  called  and  the  proceedings  of  Wednesday  were 
read  and  adopted. 

Rev.  N.  Del.  McReynolds  of  the  Eranklinton  Christian 
College  was  introduced  to  thejConference.  On  motion  of  Rev. 
G.  W.  Dunn  that  the  President  of  the  Eranklinton  College 
become  an  honorary  member  of  the  Conference,  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Dunn  that  a  committee  of  two 
be  appointed  on  the  case  of  Bro.  Richard  W\ynne,  adopted.

Rev.  W.  T.  Heaton,  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church 
was  honored  to  a  seat.  At  3  o'clock  the  Woman's  Home 
Mission  Society  took  pi  axe.  Mrs.  Sarah  D.  Smith  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society  and  Mrs.  Clara  Peace  the  traveling 
missionary  of  the  Society,  spoke  in  the  interest  of  the  So- 
ciety by  which  they  ably  set  forth  the  claims  of  the  work. 
Letters  from  societies  and  remarks  concerning  the  work 
were  read,  then  the  meeting  closed  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  by 
singing, ''There  are  lovely  hearts  to  cherish,  while  the 
days  are  going  by."

duty  of  the  Churches  to  the  Conference,  and  also  to  solicit 
student*  to  attend  Christian  College.
